If w e get an A m erica of a sort 
w e do not w ant in the next five 
years, it w ill be the fault of the 
A m erican people who have prac­ 
tical opinions, but who fail to ex ­ 
press them to those representing 
them in Washington because such 
action requires a little gumption. 
Few of us take the trouble to 
res jew the work of the United 
States Congress. Today our new s­ 
papers are filled w ith discussions 
about strikes in our defense indus­ 
tries and, ye t. practically none of 
us have w ritten to W ashington for 
a copy of the W agner A ct w hich 
governs the interrelations of in ­ 
dustry and labor in the m atter of 
defense. E v e ry Am erican should 
know' the contents of the im por­ 
tant Acts of Congress. 
It is time that we, the people, 
take off our coats and help those 
who are trying their best to repre­ 
sent us by taking a definite inter­ 
est in their work, both by giving 
our opinions and bv review ing the 
w o rk that has been done in an 
effort to determ ine w hether or not
